He  explained  that  despite  the 
addition  on  campus  of  1,500 
spaces  for  women  in  Heritage 
Halls  and  1,170  men  in  Helaman 
Halls  in  recent  years,  the  rentals 
in  the  community  have  increased 
from  3,400  in  1953  to  4,300  this 
year.  The  gain  both  on  and  off 
campus  has  been  possible  be- 
cause of  a 100  per  cent  increase 
in  enrollment  since  1950. 

The  opening  of  Helaman 
Halls  this  year  has  just  about 
taken  care  of  the  increase 
in  studentbody  plus  the  addi- 
tional demand  for  men’s  housing 
caused  by  conversion  of  two 
dormitories  in  Wymount  to  of- 
fices and  the  closing  of  several 
cooperative  houses  in  the  com- 
munity. 

However,  some  vacancies  exist 
in  the  community  because  more 
landlords  are  listed  this  year 
than  ever  before.  This  year  116 
new  householders  ahve  listed 
486  additional  spaces  for  stu- 
dents through  remodeling  oi 
new  construction. 

Schwendiman  asserted  the 
situation  has  been  beneficial 
in  cutting  down  on  overcrowd- 
ing. 

The  facilities  on  campus  for 
3,800  students  fill  a real  need, 
since  there  are  less  than  200  ac- 
commodations with  board  and 
room  in  the  community,  he  said.

Dr.  C.  Gattegno,  secretary  of 
the  International  Commission  for 
the  Study  and  Improvement  of 
the  Teaching  of  Mathematics, 
will  be  guest  speaker  at  a math- 
ematics workshop  Tuesday  in 
Provo. 

DR  GATTEGNO  is  a former 
professor  of  puse  and  appiled 
mathematics  and  phychological 
method  at  the  University  of  Lon- 
don and  University  of  Liverpool. 
He  has  also  served  as  education- 
edvisor  in  Belgium,  France, 
Spain,  Swiss  cantons  and  Yugo- 
slavia and  as  a UNESCO  expert 
in  Ethiopia. 

In  his  workshop  classes,  Dr. 
Gattegno  will  demonstrate 
special  mathematics  teaching 
materials  which  carry  the  con- 
cepts and  operations  of  algebra 
directly  into  the  first  grade, 
with  arithmetic  as  a special 
case. 

Workshop  sessions  for  second- 
ary teachers  will  be  held  from 
9 to  11:30  a.m.  and  for  elemen- 
tary teachers  from  1:30  to  4 p.m.

Education  in  Burma  is  suffer- 
ing in  the  political  cross-fire  of 
democracy  and  communism, 
stated  Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean 
of  students,  on  his  return  from  a 
two-month  visit  to  Burma  dur- 
ing July  and  August. 

HE  WAS  a special  consultant 
tcT the  Asia  Foundation,  the  uni- 
versities of  Burma,  and  the  Bur- 
mese Government  Commission 
on  Education. 

'The  government  of  Burma  is 
socialist,  but  within  it  are  com- 
peting factions  of  communism 
and  democracy,”  he  said.  “In 
this  struggle  for  power  the  criti- 
cal problem  in  higher  education 
are  slighted. 

“Burma  has  a critical  prob- 
lem in  higher  education  be- 
cause its  secondary  education 
program  does  not  adequately 
prepare  the  students  for  uni- 
versity work,”  Dr.  Lloyd 
stated. 

“This  problem,”  he  continued, 
‘results  in  a very  low  percent- 
age of  admissions  into  the  uni- 
versities and  a high  percentage 
of  failures.”  In  spite  of  this, 
Burma  continues  as  the  second 
highest  of  the  nations  of  Asia  in 
literacy,  according  to  Dean 
Lloyd,  with  Japan  ranking  first 
and  boasting  425  universities. 

The  major  universities  in 
Rangoon  and  Mandalay  have 
building  programs  and  up-to- 
date  campuses,”  Dean  Lloyd 
said.  “Technical  and  professional 
aid,  coming  from  private  agen- 
cies and  other  non-government 
sources,  have  a marked  influ- 
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ence  on  Burmese  culture.” 

“I  recommend  additional 
student  services  such  as  coun- 
seling, involving  major  expen- 
ditures and  professional  pro- 
grams,” he  stated. 

En  route  to  Burma,  Dean 
Lloyd  held  meetings  with  groups 
of  representatives  of  ministries 
of  eduction  or  university  admin- 
istrators and  professors  in  Eng- 
land, Belgium,  the  Netherlands, 
Austria,  Italy,  Egypt,  Lebanon, 
Iraq,  Pakistan,  and  India.  After 
leaving  Burma  he  attended  spe- 
cial reorganization  institutes  for 
student  personnel  services  in  the 
major  cities  of  Japan.
